Five infiltrators who had cross- 
ed the Syrian border into Israel 
were captured by security forces 
on the Golan Heights yes' 
afternoon. The infiltrators offe: 


no opposition, and there were 
no injuries, army spokes- 
man annow . 

The incident occurred shortly 


after 2 p.m. yesterday near Hush- 
niye along the central section of 
the border. 

The men, who later admitted be- 
ing members of Fatah, were in the 
possession of Kalatchnikov assault 
rifles, grenades and ammunition. 

Late Wednesday night terrorists 
fired several unidentified shells in 
the direction of Kuneltra on the 
Golan Heights. There were no in- 
juries or damage. 

Yesterday's Incident was 
fourth by terrorists from Syria 
this month. On April 11, three in- 
filtrators were Killed while laying 
explosives on a patrol road on the 
Heights. On April 3, several ex- 
plosive charges laid during the 
night by terrorists who had crossed 
the Syrian border were found near 
Ramat Magshimim. 

The incidents come after a period 
of relative qufet along the border. 
Since the massive clash between 
Israeli and Syrian forces early on 
January — as a result of which 
the Syrian army was left almost as 
severely battered as after the Six 
Day War — there were only two 
Isolated incidents in February. 

Under interrogation the infiltra- 
tors captured yesterday admitted 
that they had crossed the border 
with the active help and prior con- 
sent of the Syrian military authori- 
ties. 

Thus the rise in activity can be 
interpreted as a change in Syrian 
policy aimed at “heating up" the 
area. 

Observers feel that the present 
boldness can be attributed to the 
huge arms supplies . which have 
been airlifted to Syria from the 
Soviet Union over the past eight 
weeks, and can be seen as a pos- 
sible prelude to intensified ac- 
tivity during the spring. 

There is also a general consensus 
of opinion among observers that 
the Syrians have decided to allow 
token terrorist activity along the 
border in an attempt to restore 
the waning prestige of the ter- 
xrorist movements inside the Arab 
states, following the humiliation of 
Israel's raid on Beirut earlier this 
month. 

In another announcement, the 
army spokesman yesterday said a 
10-member Fatah cell operating 
in Hebron and nearby Beni-Naim 
village thas been uncovered. An 
arms cache was also found con- 
taints weapons, ammunition, hand.

SAIGON. — A government spokes- 
man sald yesterday South Vietmam 
would proceed with the August 26 
senatorial elections despite the Viet- 
cong’s rejection of its proposal for 
an internationally supervised vote. 

“We have our own scheduled for 
elections,” said the spokesman, 
Pham Duong Hien. “We see mo rea- 
gon to postpone or delay them. I 
think we will go ahead.” 

Under South Vietnam's 1967 cons- 
titution, the August 26 date had 
been set for election of half of the 
60 members of the nation’s senate. 


South Vietnam also made prepara- 500 


tions yesterday for the first release 
of Communist civilian prisoners un- 
der the Paris peace agreement. 

After a long wrangle over the 
number of prisoners held by each 
side, and over the timing and loce- 
tion of the releases, the Saigon gov- 
ernment plans to fly the first batch 
of 400 prisoners today to the Viet- 
cong-held town of Loc Ninh, north 
of Saigon and close to the Cam- 
bodianm border.
